Tiiis method of exacting justice a I i;rst glance 
is barbarous. To tie a human being to a post 
and lay on the cat o' nine tails doesn't possess 
much of mercy or humanity about it. On the 
other hand to hold up a fellowman at the point 
of H guii; sometimes to knock him unconscious: 
and in rar« instances to kill him, besides* being 
a barbarous practice, also is the greatest pos- 
sible violation of law. And so between the 
crime and the practice of punishment for the 
crime there isn't much difference. Public opin- 
ion concerning the whipping post will be deter- 
mined very largely by personal experiences. 
Any man who has undergone a severe experi 
ence in a hold up will be for it. Any woman 
wbo has been insulted or robbed by a ruffian 
would favor it. Those wbo have been more 
fortunate in their dealings with their fellow hu- 
mans will look upon tbe whipping post as an 
extreme cruelty and a relic of the dark age«. 
And those who believe in tbe old law of "an 
eye for an eye and a tooth for a tooth" will sa;- 
"let justice take its course."

He brought to America the message of 
Ireland's plight, realizing that to fall into the 
hands of the British meant death or worse for 
him. Deportation jiieant just that for his pres- 
ence could then not have been concealed from 
the British.

case, since it has been determined that he is 
free to remain here as long as he likes and de- 
part for his home shores in such manner as ha 
deems fit, to protect himself iit passage from 
detection by the English.
